Of course there is noth- 
ing in the statemcnt that was made here 
during the agitation last summer 
that this special act of 1857 con- 
red privileges which, having been accepted 
by the people of the locality to which they 
were applicable, could not afterwards be taken 
away by the State. I remember the Iiliustra- 
tion that was used at that time was that the 
case was like that of a man who had been 
furnished with a ladder to get on top ofa 
house, and that though they might after- 
Wards take away the ladder it would 
not bring the man down from the bouse- 
top.

It has always seemed a strange 
thing to me that some people In St. Louis seem 
to think that this city should be exempted 
from all of the legislative restrictions in re- 
spectto liquor that are imposed on other 
urts t the State. We did not hear when the 
~wning law was passed of any great 
excitement in Callaway County or 
Boone County or any other county 
in the State, or any talk about testing the law 
or how the law could be evaded. The people 
in the res: of the State seem to recognize the 
fact that the Legislature was elected to make 
laws, and when those laws were made they 
were intended to be obeyed; but many people 
in St. Louis seem to think thatlaws of this 
kind mav be good enough for outside counties 
but tht the city of St Louis is out 
of realm of any such legisla- 
no sooner is a law of tbis 
passed, which is obviously and 
re ned to apply to the whole State, 
than reare indignation meetings and test

AN OLD MUBDER CASE 


Which the State Supreme Court Sent Back 
to Be Tried To-Day. 


John David Shea, convicted of murder in the 
first degree, whose case was reversed and re- 
manded by the State Supreme Court to-day, 
shot and killed Police Officer Pat- 
rick Doran on November 7, 1881. Shea 
and Frank Fone had escaped from 


— that morning, and at night while pursued 
y the police shot an killed Doran, 
who emerged from a saloon on Seventh 
street, near Washington avenue, as 
Shea was dashing by with blood 
streaming from his head from where he 
had been struck with a club by another 
officer. Shea was captured and convicted of 
murder in the first degree, but just one year 
after the crime he escaped from jail again and 
was identified some years afterward while 
serving aterm for burglary in the Allegheny 
Penitentiary under an assumed name. He 
was brought back when his sentence expired. 
The reversal of his case will be no surprise to 
any one, asit was thought the Supreme Court 
could not refuse him a newtrial. Shea took 
the matter cooly when informed of it to-day. 
He said he was of course glad that he was to 
be given another chance, but hoped he would 
fare better next time. 

Judge Laughlin tried the case and made one 
of the errors on which it was reversed, while 
Judge Normile made the error on zich it was 
reversed in calling in Judge Edwards to sen- 
tence Shea because he himself had prosecuted 
him. The case will now have to be tried be- 
fore another judge.

BLAINE TALK. 
‘THE MAINE MAN CHATS ABOUT THE Ex- 
FORTS OF HIS FRIENDS. 


His Florence. Letter aud the Crawford Inter- 
view—His Present Attitude—Glad to See 
Other Aspirants Pushed to the Front— 
Mr. Blaine Says He Does Not Want to Be 
a Candidate. 


New Tonk, May 21.—A correspondent of the 
Press in Paris cables that paper as follows: 
The stories that have been for some time in cir- 
culation on the other side of the Atlantic that 
the intimate friends of James G. Blaine, while 
discrediting any announcement that he would 
accept the Republican nomination if it were 
offered him, have, nevertheless, been quietly 
working in almost all the States 
to secure delegates for bim after 
the first ballot, were all cabled over 
here. The publication here of the actual 
figures of the supposed Blaine managers in 
New York city, however, gives a new impetus 
to the Blaine talk. It seemed from the figures 
that Mr. Blaine would have the largest number 
of votes, something like 360 or 370 on the first 
ballot, even before the favorite sons had been 
deserted; that on the second, aithough com- 
paratively few delegations had been in- 
structed for him, the votes would go to 550, 
and that his nomination with the greatest en- 
thusiasm and yet the greatest calmness could 
not be postponed beyond the third ballot. 
The momentthis news arrived, I took the 
most strenuous means to find out what Mr. 

Blaine’s attitude on the movement is, andI 
am happy to say that my efforts bave been 
successful. Mr. Blaine had not heard the full 
details of the report published in New York, 
and Iwas very glad to give them to him. 
Naturally, he was not displeased, but he said 
without equivocation that his Florence letter 
and his later interview, which Mr. Crawford 
secured for the WoRLD, represented his pres- 


felt sure, he said, that after his letter, 


stating that his name would not go before the 
Chicago Convention had been published, the 
many acknowledged leaders o e Repubil- 
can party, East and West, would be actively 
pushed for the nomination, and he was glad 
to see that they had been put forward so hon- 
estly and he could not see why s0 many 
should assume even in the matters of the 
greatest importance to his own domestic and 
personal interests as well as to those of his 

arty that it was impossible for him to be 

onest. 

NOT A CANDIDATE. — 

He did not want to be a candidate, and he 
bad reasons for not wanting to be a candidate 
which were personal to himself and which, 
as they could so readily be imagined, he was 
under no obligation to make known. The 
fact was he had been through one terribly 
hard fight; it had been a cruel strain upon his 
family, also; and while he could 
never be accused of re shirk- 
ing any of the duties o leader- 
ship which the Republican party bad honored 
him with, he yet felt that he hada right to 
draw out and leave the fight to other hands, 
especially since they were plentiful and quite 
capable of winning the victory for proteetion 
and other good Republican ideas. 

All the vague and mischievous stories about 
his movements and motives and health had 
been very annoying at first, and it would not 
have been unreasonable to ask to be spared, 
but now they had become amusing rather than 
anything else. He thought ita good way for 
all his friends to pass them overas so much 
twaddle. His health was not so good in all 
respects as he should like to have it; very few 
men of 60 could say anything different from 
that. But he heped to live many years yet. 
He felt confident that he should greatly enjoy 
his trip through Scotland withthe Oarnegies 
and he was already anticipating its pleasuies. 

When I called Mr. Blaine’s attention to the 
reported fact that his friends in New York 
City, ex-Senator Platt, Stephen Elkins, Editor 
Reid and others were quietly working for him, 
or at least were taking no pains to discourage 
those in New York State and elsewhere, who 
were disposed to favor bim from first to last 
at the convention, the Maine statesman said 
that he knew nothing about it. His letters from 
his friends in America were purely personal 
and familiar, and did not relate to politics for 
he, at his distance, could not talk about poli- 
ticsinreply. He did not believe though that 
his friends, who knew him best, would do 
anything to show that they misunderstood his 
position, or were willing to allow others to 
misunderstand it. The prospects of Republi- 
can success were too goodfor any loyal Re- 
publican leaders to fritter away the confi- 
dence of the party by any course that would 
be uncalied for as well as dishonest. 

Mr. Blaine has grown gray since I last saw 
him, five months ago. As he himself says, a 
man can not help growing old after he is 
But if heisasick man I am unable to dis- 
cover it. Aside from a touch of the gout now 
and then, which very naturally has a tena- 
ency to make him unhappy and irritable for 
the moment, he is the same whole-hearted 
charming man. He is certainly enjoying him- 
self intensely. 

WHAT BLAINE’S FRIENDS SAY. 

Andrew Carnegie was seen by a reporter of 
the Press last evening, and he said that it was 
his opinion that Mr. Blaine would abide by 
bis first statement to the public. 

When he said ‘I decline to run,’ he meant 
it. He said iet the army choose another 
leader for the next campaign.’ If 
it will not and calls upon him, he 
cannot and will not decline to 
head the Republican ticket to victory. 
Mr. Blaine is too honest a man to decline to 
serve his country when duty calls him. It the 
Republican Natijnal Delegates at Chicago 
choose James G. Blaine by a unanimous vote, 
he will uadoubtedly consent to run.

The convention will be called to order 
by Chairman Michael Foerstel of 
the Nintb Congressional Committee, 
who will announce the temporary organiza- 
tion decided upon bythe committee before 
the convention meets. 

The only work before the convention will 
be the selection of the two district delegates, 
but the programme is not yet known. It 
was decided that for peace and appearance 
sake Mr. D. M. Houser should be nominated 
as the representative of the better element of 
the party. Filley can control the convention 
as he sees fit as there was no opposition to his 
set of delegates put up at the slimly attended 
primaries on the 5th inst. Since the Forest 
Park caucus at which it was decided to sgnd 
Mr. Houser as one of the dele- 
gates, that gentleman has with- 
drawn his name from consideration.

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Taking of Testimony in the $150,000 Damage 
0 Suit Begins This Morning. 

This morning the first testimony was heard 
in the suit of R. D. Lancaster vs. John M. 
Glover, for $150,000 damages on charges of 
libel. Judge Valliant decided to hear the case 
in hisown room (No.5) and the case was 
opened there to-day. 

John F. Magner, city editor of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, was the first witness called to the 
stand. He was examined by Alex. H. Martin, 
counsel for the plaintiff. He was shown issues 
ot the Post-DisPaATCH dated January 27, 1686; 
May 21, 1886; June 1, 188%, and June ff, 
1886, which were identified as such. Other is- 
sues Of the paper were shown the witness and 
identified. The witness was shown a copy of 
the Post-DISPATCH containing a telegraphed 
letter from John M. Glover, but knew little 
concerning it. An interview with John M. 
Glover, printed in the Post-DisrpatcH, was 
identified by the witness, who wrote the head 
and introductory sentence and put it in news- 
paper shape. The witness did not know who 
wrote the interview. He was not familiar 
with Mr. Glover’s handwriting, though he had 
seen it. 

Henry W. Moore, managing editor of the 
Post-DISPATCH, occupied that position in 
1886 and 1887. An issue of the paper, dated 
January 27, 1886, wassbown him. It contained 
a telegraphed letter, signed John M. Glover. 
The witness could not say who paid for the 
transmission of the letterfrom Washington to 
the Post-DisPaTCH. The daily circulation of 
the Post-DISPATCH averages over 30,000. The 
interview shown the preceding witness was 
shown to this witness. The witness presumed 
he obtained it from Mr. Glover and it 
was probably written by Mr. Glover. 
The manuscript of a card alleged to bea 
copy of matter offered the Post-DIsPATCH in 
answer to Mr. Glover’s letter telegraphed 
from Washington by Dr. O’Reilly, and de- 
clined, was shown the witness, who could not 
identify it. He remembered such a card, but 
never had pny conversation with Mr. Glover 
concerning it. 

Copies of the New York WORLD were shown 
the witness and identified.

Betty’s 
slow hoardings of butter-and-egg money be- 
come contemptible when she hears how much 
her cousin, who went to town three years 
ago, is making in alace factory or a fancy 
store. The sight of the cousin’s cheap finery 
which regales Betty’s eyes during the other’s 
vacation is fire to the kerosene-steeped cotton 
of discontent. Before another spring trebles 
the tale of farm work Betty has a place“ in 
town and culls herself ‘‘Lizzie.”’

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CAN BLAINE DECLINE? 


Mr. BLAINE’s position was more clearly 
defined by what he refused to say in 
CRAWFORD’Ss second interview with him, 
as set forth in Sunday’s Post-DIsPaTcu. 
He simply stands by what he said in his 
Florence letter and in the first Crawford 
interview, which was, in substance, that 
the presentation of his name to the oon- 
vention would be unauthorised, and that 
for purely personal reasons he preferred 
to support some other nominee, and 
would notin any way seek to influence 
the party’s choice. But he refused to say 
whatehe would do if the nomination 
should be offered to him notwithstanding 
this fair warning. 

This simply means that Mr. BLAINE 
went to Europe and will put himself out 
of reach on a coaching tour through the 
Highlands of Scotland when the conven- 
tion meets, in order that the nomination 
may come to him unsought, as a spon- 
taneous prayer from his party for his 
services as its standard-bearer, and that 
he will not say a word to prevent it from 
seeking him, nor give any intimation as 
to how he will respond to his party’s 
prayer or command. 

To get the nomination in this way would 
give Mr.fBLaAINe the grandest send-off“ 
any party nominee ever had, and nobody 
can blame him for preferring to be nomi- 
nated in that way if he makes the race at 
all. It would relieve him from the odium 
of imposing a defeated candidate upon 
the party. It would put him high above 
allother Republican aspirants, put upon 
his party the sole responsibility for the 
result of the contest, and impose upon it 
the necessity of working for him as it 
never worked for any candidate before. 

But will Mr. BLAINE accept when the 
nomination is thus tendered? Can he re- 
fuse it? The tender of it under such cir- 
cumstances would so dwarf all other 
aspirants that any other nominee’ would 
have to.enter the contest as the conscript 
leader of a forlorn hope, badly handi- 
capped with the consideration that he was 
not the first choice of his party, but only 
a sort of cheap substitute accepted by the 
great majority of Republicans because 
they could do ho better. Mr. BLAINE’s 
refusal of the nomination after refusing 
beforehand to say that he would not ac- 
cept it would put the party in a most dis- 
advantageous and humiliating position be- 
fore the country. 

It is hardly conceivable that he means 
to treat the party thus and incur the 
odium of all the consequences. The 
movement to tender him the nomination 
as a compliment will either be beaten in 
the convention or he will be the candi- 
date of the party at the November eleo- 
tion.

Recently 
Overdese of Morphine for Neuralgia— 
Suicide of Henry Dube. 


There were two cases of supposed suicide 
reported this morning. One is in doubt, and 
may be a case of accidental poisoning—it may 
be a suicide or it may even be a murder. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Bell died at No. 1331 Pine street at 
8:40 a. m. from an overdose of morphine. Her 
husband, Charles Bell, a bricklayer, claims she 
took an overdose of the medicine by mistake, 
and with no intention of committing suicide. 
He says she was suffering from neuralgia, and 
that a short time ago he gave her a dose of 
morphine to allay her sufferings. Last night 
she was again suffering from neuralgia, and 
went out to purehase more of the drug to take. 
At one drug store they refused to sell it to her, 
but she gotit at another. About 10 o’clock 
she informed her huspand she had taken mor- 
phine for the pain, as she was unable to sleep. 
At 3 a. m. Dr. Moore of No. 1405 Olive 
street was called in and at 8:40 4a. 
m. she died, being beyond medical aid 
when the physician was summoned. Bell says 
she was a native of Standforii, Ky., and was 
23 years of age. Her maiden name was Bliza- 
beth Gilmore and he married her on April 30, 
last, at Hast St. Louis. Beil was at first very 
reticent and his manner leadsto the belief 
that it was a suicide. The husband claims he 
was in bed when she took the drug, she being 
in another room at thetime. An inquest was 
commenced this morning, but after examin- 
ing Bell for awhile Coroner Frazer’s sus- 
picions were aroused and he ordered Bell 
locked up and the inquest set for 3 p. m. 
to-morrow, when a jury will be called to sit 
in the case. Bell’s story is very strange and 
Dr. Frazer thinks it may be a case of murder. 
Bell claims he married the woman in East St. 
Louis on April 80, as stated, but does not know 
anything about ber antecedents. He said he 
first met her on the streets of East St. Louis 
about five weeks ago while he was walking 
with a friend. The friend knew her and in- 
troduced him to the woman. He met her 

afterward on the streets 
of East St. Louis, where she was 
living at a boarding-nouse. He did not know 


where the boarding-hbouse was or who the 
people were with whom she was living. After 


troduced him tothe womanwas one Henry 
Hughes, who lived somewhere in South St. 
Louis, he did not know exactly where. He 
married the girl two weeks after meeting her, 
and without knowing anything further about 
her, except that he was introduced 
to her. Bell told different stories to 
Officer Messer and Coroner’s Clerk Ryan, 
and the whole case looks very susp;cious. Bell 
is about 25 years ot age. He says he gave her 
some morphine Thursday night for a tooth- 
ache, How much he gave her he could not 
say, but he supposed it was about a half grain. 
He knew nothing about the drug, but his 
friend, Harry Heath, who livesin the same 
house, understood the drug, he supposed,and 
had helped him administer itto the woman. 
When she took the drug 

she was in another room, 

not know she had taken it until she told him. 
He was lying in bed at the time. She had 
taken it for toothache or neuralgia. The Cor- 
oner will make an effort to find Hughes, 
though he is probably a myth. Bell evidently 
knows more about the woman than he admits 
and there is certainly something very mys- 
terious about the whole affair. 


An Old Man’s Death. 


The other case was that of Henry Dube, a 
German 68 years of age, who hanged himself 
at No. 1219 North Fifteenth street. He was a 
widower, and lived alone ina basement in 


the rear of the above number. Sometime in 
the last couple of days he fastened one end of 
a clothes line to a nail in the wall 
and the other end he placed around 
his neck. This morning at 8:30 o’clock Con- 
rad Lucking visited the basement and found 
the old man suspended by the clothes line. 
He was cold, having evidently been dead 
some hours at least. Lucking called in 
Officer Spoehneman,who cut Dube down. The 
old man was last seen alive Friday evening.

night and remained over Sunday at a first-class 
hotel. At dinner, to their profound as- 
tonishment, a guest seated opposite them 
ordered a bottle of wine, and the 
waiter, in a matter of fact 
drew the cork and filled the glass. 
Still thinking that an exception to the law had 
been witnessed, Editor Hart started out the 
next morning for a stroll about town. In two 
hours he returned and told his wife that he 
had visited over fo saloons were liquor 
was sold openly by the glass. Thoroughly 
surprised at what had been discovered the 
Virginia editor determined to probe the mat- 
ter to the bottom and took his departure with 
his wife for Augusta. 

The first thing Mr. Hart did on arriving in 
Augusta was to go to the State Library in the 
capitol, with the expectation that it was well 
stocked with prohibition literature. To his 
further astonishment a search from floor to 
ceiling failed to unearth a single volume treat- 
ing of prohibition or dealing with the forbid- 
den cinany way. Inatour about town 
he found, without much difficulty some prac- 
tical illustrations of the workings of the prohi- 
bition law. He had been informed that there 
were several places in Augusta where it was 

ossible for the weary traveler toslake his 

hirst, and a large number of saloons was vis- 
ited and by purchased in nearly every one. 
At one part of Water street, in a length of 
about four hundred yards, he found nine bars 
where liquor was sold, and purchased liquor 
himself, or saw it bought at every one of 
them. He visited twenty shops where liquor 
was sold openly during the two days 
n Augusta and ascer- 
that upward of thirty 
special licenses had been taken out by Augusta 
dealers. But this was not all. He called upon 
one of the leading citizens, a pronounced tem- 
perance man, — asked him if he was aware 
of the extent of the liquor traffic in the city 
and that rum was being sold openly on the 
street, The Augusta gentleman professed 
amazement and said the authorities would not 
Allow it. The West Virginian in his turn was 
surprised and informed the citizen of what he 
had seen with his own eyes. 

Editor Hart continued his travels to Bangor, 
where the condition of affairs was even worse 
than in Portland and Augusta. The hotel he 
stopped at was re with a first-class bar 
room and guests had only to press an electric 
button and the bell-boy promptly served the 
best brands of liquors and wines which 
money could buy. Here, again, a formid- 
able array of open rumshops was dis- 
covered and liquor flowed freely on every 
hand. Mr. Hart also visited other cities in the 
State, and in nearly all found the same condi- 
tion of affairs as in the others. He leaves the 
State with no very flattering opinion of the 
efficacy of prohibitory amendments, and is at 
a loss to account for such a condition of affairs 
in the banner prohibition State.

Big Meeting at Hoboken 
pathy for Ireland—Mr. 
Handled Without Gfoves. ,

New York, May 21.—Odd-Fellows Hall in 
Hoboken was packed last night with men and 
women, the occasion being a reception to Sir 
Thomas Henry Grattan Esmonde, M. P. Au- 
gust Grasamün, a German, Hoboken’s new 
Mayor, presided. The platform was deco- 
rated with United States and Irish flags. 
Among the most prominent people on the 
platform were Mayor Ofeveland of Jersey 
City; John R. Wiggins, John Reed, John 
McGrath, Michael B. Holmes, Richard 
Allen, Assemblyman Edward McLaughlin 
and Corporation Attorney Minturn. 
In accepting the chairmanship ot 
the meeting, Mayor Grassman said he felt 
deeply thankful for the honor Irishmen had 
conferred on him, and speaking for people of 
his nationality he was sure they all sympa- 
thized with Ireland’s fignt against English 
coercion. The audience cheered him and 
called for Mayor Cleveland, who is proud of 
the fact that he has attended and spoken at 
every Irish meeting ever held in Hudson 
County and at all the largest ones held in the 
State. 

Sir Thomas is full of ideas and should 
speak. he began, when some one cried out, 
Joe Obamberiain didn’t think so. 

The words of Joe Chamberiain are not the 
words of the American people,’’ replied the 
Mayor, and when Joe Chamberlain told the 
men who sent him bere that we Americans

| were not in favor of home rule for Ireland he 


told a deliberate falsehood, and he knew it. 
Joe Chamberlain said he was sent here to 
settle the fishery dispute, but he came here 
fishing for facts to counteract the facts that 
had been brought out by the triumphant tour 
of Sir Thomas Esmonde. He could not geta 
whit, and he went back to those who hired

If 
those American people that Joe Chamberlain 
has been talking about were brought together 
in this room, I am convinced that there would 
be plenty of space left.

Ireland is ruled by Englishmen, who care 
only enough for the country to draw fat sala- 
ries. Irishmen pay these salaries, and they 
should be allowed to select the men to whom 
they are to be paid. We want Irishmen to rule 
us who will be responsible to the whole h 
pen ge ome rule is coming, though. e 
ave eighty-six Irish members of Parliament 
out of 108 who favor home rule, and after the 
next election we shall have eighty-eight, for 
we shall win two more in Ulster, where we 
shali return two good Nationalists in place of 
a Unionistanda Tory. [Applause]. No mat- 
ter how different men’s views age. be 
no body can deny that the ish 
members of Parliament have done an 
immense amount of good for Ireland. 
We have gotland laws passed, and many other 
needed reforms, white all the time we have 
been grandly pro ing toward the height 
of our ambition, home rule. We have not got 
it yet, but itis a great deal of satisfaction to 
us to be able to say to tbe Englishmen: ‘‘If 
ou won't give us home-rule you shan’t have 
t yourselves.’’ It is a great thing for us, and 
it is helping to make Englishmen wish for a 
separation from Ireland. Besides our Irish 
Members of Parliament we have one hundred 
English members who are pledged to give us 
rule - rule. 
ENGLISH SUPPORTERS. 

„We have what never was had before, an 
bnglish party on our side. These men will be 
true to us, for it they are not they never can 
get back to power. In our English party we 

ave the best and brainiest Englishmen. 
Gladetone, one of the greatest Englishmen 
who ever lived and the greatest Englishman 
alive to-day, is with us. He is worth fifty 
votes for nome rule. It is only a question of 
time when we must have home rule and 1 am 
as certain that it will be within two years as I 
am I will see the sun rise to-morrow morning, 
As it is now, English business can’t be carried 
on as long as Irish members are against the 
English machine. If we wanted to stop all 
legislation we could do it to-morrow and our 
enemies could do nothing. It may come to 
that before long. The Government party has 
introduced a bill called the local government 
bill for England.
